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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Camino Real- St Marks Playhouse 5/16, 4 pro- Herald 
Tribune, Post, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun-and 
1 con- Times- filed on Circle in Square-George Kogel revival 
of 1953 Tennessee Williams' fantasy directed by Jose Quintero 
with Clinton Kimbrough, Addison Powell, David Doyle, Lester 
Rawlins,Nan Martin. Affirmative votes ranged from two out- 
right raves for every element (Journal American, World Tele- 
gram & Sun) to mild approval of either play (Post) or product- 
ion (Herald Tribune.) McClain, Journal American, admitted 
that no two will agree on the interpretation, but bewildered or 
not one cannot fail to be fascinated by most of the evening. The 
power and humor and poetry of Williams cannot be gainsayed, 
Journal-American man continued, the cast responding to Quin- 
tero's vigorous direction is exceptionally gifted in production 
shrunk to half its original size which is helped by its lack of 
pretension, Aston, WTS, rated it another Quintero lulu, large 
helping of an emotional omelette whose nightmarish quality of 
writing fits tiny playhouse, the excitement is unavoidable, In 
a milder tone Crist, Herald Tribune, limited her cheers for 
cast and director for lending sporadic fascination to a hodge- 
podge of symbolism, giving momentary meaning to a jargon 
that aspires to poesy but stumbles on prose. Brilliantly act- 
ed and skillfully directed it merits attention for this and for 
little else, Herald Tribune editor summed. Herridge, Post, 
bills play as Williams' most provocative, a script that could 
stand pruning and that needs a superlative cast. Though the 
current production is hampered by the tiny theatre, a less 
than ideal cast and an inadequate lighting man, it is certainly 
better than no version at all, Post drama editor stated, Sole 
dissenter Atkinson, Times, felt only half of Williams' atti- 
tude toward life and imagination was presented, Quintero 
visualizes Williams' black phantasmagoria view of the mod- 
ern world graphically, but Williams' elegy for the damned 
written with grace and dexterity has not been developed as 
well, Times aisle-sitter noted. Acoustics making some of 
the cast unintelligible is partly to blame.

EQUITY-LEAGUE TALKS: No important progress 
continues to be reported from the contract talks being 
held between Actors Equity and the League of NY Theatres, 
Though the NY City Labor Commissioner has not yet stepped 
in he has assigned Harold Bassen of his mediation staff to 
attend the sessions as observer, 125 of the 150 League mem- 
bers agreed to suspend all production activity, hold no more 
auditions and not to sign separate agreements with 
Equity president Ralph Bellamy stated that the actors are 
being threatened with a lock-out and an attempt to destroy 
their union, Telling actors that if they cannot support them- 
selves on wages derived from theatre they should search else- 
where for a living is not collective bargaining, Bellamy noted, 
Copies of Equity's figures showing how much a wage increase 
and a pension plan would cost and how much a 25% increase 
in tickets would result in profit to the producers was distrib- 
uted at Wed, matinees, A special midnight Equity meeting 
will be held May 23. 


Jack in the Box-7 Arts- 5/18. 5 con- No News, Mirror 
filed- on new musical revue in dance written and choreographed

PROS & CONS BY TMK 


Camino Real is a continually fascinatingly staged re- 
vival of Williams’ early fantasy that after a season of Beck- 
et, Genet and Ionesco seems easy to understand once you have 
picked your viewpoint. For the first time the oblong playing 
area of this Off Broadway stop has been put to full use by the 
amazing, ingenious direction of Jose Quintero who keeps his 
excellent cast of 30 in complete control of a beautiful, but so 
wordy script, But the beauty of the author's images and poe - 
try make it understandable why the three hour script was not 
cut, Sole minor criticism is that over-all level of cast is not 
up to the top portrayals, with several seemingly afraid to ex- 
press the depressing multitude’ of ideas,

The King and I is a fresh revival of the Rodgers & Ham- 
merstein favorite, another fine example of the ease of product- 
ion the City Center experts have in staging big musicals in the 
shortest rehearsal time, The miracle of making the popular 
musical seem new after repeated stage and screen viewings by 
both audience and players is accomplished by the talented, young 
cast plus a superb orchestra under the direction of Pembroke 
Davenport. Somebody may or may not have said the entire 
world is a Rodgers & Hammerstein musical, but an interesting 
aspect of the current revival is the aptness of the lyrics on int- 
ternational goodwill to the continually horrifying Page One head- 
lines, Obviously Mr K, should have seen "The King and I" in- 
stead of ''Can-Can" during that recent trip.

The serious Equity-League of NY Theatres contract talks 
must end in a compromise sooner or later, Threats to kill the 
actors union and legal action against theatre producers and the 
theatre owners are the types of labor-management relations 
that have been out of date in most US industries for decades . 
Mediation of the dispute by an impartial outsider without a bit- 
ter costly stoppage is what ever person involved wants, whether 
they admit it in print or not. At present the main difference 
of opinion, minus the name-calling, seems to be how much the 
wage hike and pension plan would result in an increase in the 
price of tickets. Equity has developed a very convincing set 
of figures showing that the increase should be nowhere near the 
25% stated by the producers, Unless the producers can cite as 


equally as firm reasons why,it will be difficult for the public 
to accept any price increase,
